The man- 
sion built of Indiana limestone has 
a frontage 'of 780 feet, has lofty 
chimneys, peaked roof and dormer 
windows. Mr. Vanderbilt started 
the erection in 1890. It was com- 
pleted in 1895 after five years of

was built at a cost of $6,000,000 
and that 1.000 employes were en- 
gaged regularly.

We 
pazed with wonder at the magnifi- 
cent circular stairway which spir- 
als to the topmost floor.

The oak drawing room was 


large and worthy of much atten- 
tion. There were engravings and 
paintings by the. old masters.

•to us was a triple fireplace ex- 
tending almost across the entire 
room. Above the fireplace was 
a prieceless frieze. "The Return 
From the Chase." Above that 
were grouped flags.

standing were the tapestries. 
They were real historic treas- 
ures. Mr. Vanderbilt must have 
been a man of discriminating 
taste. We thought every room 
and everything in it just perfect.

mystery man around Washington.

The youth's room was on the 
fourth floor. 


Mulvcy said Boschcn told him 


the women were not Miss Maureen 
Ragcn, 18, Thome's fiancee; her 
mother, Mrs. Aleen Ragcn, or 
Miss SuzAnnc Rooks, 23, a neigh- 
bor, all of whom have been men- 
tioned in the case. Boschen said he 
knows all three. 


Boschnn told Mulvcy that one of 


the women he saw in the hallway 
about 25, small and of slight build, 
was using the lelcphonc, while an 
elderly woman stood close by.

Do 
you agree or disagree with the 
President's position?" the replies: 


Agree, 66,per cent; disagree, 23; 


no opinion, 8. 


The institute said 89 per cent— 


nearly 9 out of 10—told the poll- 
sters they had followed the hear- 
ings. It termed this "a phenome- 
nally high figure in polling an- 
nals." 


The questions were asked of 


those who said they followed the 
hearings. The poll was conducied 
in 135 different communities, with 
each region of the country repre- 
sented proportionately to its popu- 
lation. For instance, 31 per cent 
of the interviews were conducted 


Atlantic states, which have 31 
per ce.nt of the population. 


The Institute said "a point worth 


noting" was that roughly one per- 
son in four cither was undecided 
or expressed no opinion on the 
questions relating specifically to 
McCarthy and Steven*.

He spoke of the 
difficulties as "family matters" 
and suggested that whatever trou- 
bles tha United States and Britain 
may have,'those in the Communist 
world are "even greater."

sion of confidence and hope about 
the talks such as, more often-than

Then, after a moment's confer- 


ence with his .American hosts, 
Churchill marched stoutly to a 
waiting batter of microphones and 
said:

my mother's land. (His mothct 
was an American.) 


"I've come with Anthony Eden 


to talk over a few family matters 
and try to make sure that there 
aic no misunderstandings. 


"The English-speaking family or 


brotherhood is rather a large one 
and not entirely without a few 
things here and there. 


Work Together 


"And 
if we work together we 


may get along all right ourselves 
and do a lot to help our neighbors 
in the world, some of whom on 
either side of the Iron Curtain 
scum to have even greater prob- 
leins than ourselves."

Farm Price Support Problem 


Has To Be Solved 


Many parts of President Eisenhower's program of course 


require* positive action by Congress if they are to become 
reality. However, the major feature of his farm-plan—flex 
,ible price supports for staple crops—does not. 


The reason is that the flexible principle was written into 


law in the 1948 and 1949 agricultural acts. Up to now Con- 
gress has simply postponed its effect by periodically enacting 
delaying legislation. 
< 
Should no new postponement be'enacted this year, flexi- 


ble supports would come into play Jan. 1, 1955. 
. 


To be sure, the advocates of high, rigid price props have 


not been idle. The House Agriculture Committee, by a vote 
of 21 to 8, has approved a one-year extension of existing high 
supports. A fair guess would be, too, that the full House 
probably wiH'ratify this decision.-

But the story in the Senate might be different this time. 


Senator Aiken of Vermont, chairman of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, is one of the authors of the original flexible 
plan still on the statute books.

Eisenhower would veto a bill extending high supports. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Benson says he will ask the President 
to do just that. 


The President has not said how he would respond to this 


plea. He is firmly wedded to the flexible principle. But Con- 
gress could vastly complicate his task by sending him a bill 
containing other farm features that he wants. 


He would then be put in the position of either accepting 


high supports to get these, or perhaps winning the day on 


• his flexible plan at the cost of many other desired farm law 
, changes.

If high supports should be voted in Congress and Mr. 


Eisenhower should veto .the proposal, then the lawmakers 
.would have another shot at extension through their chance 
of overriding the President's veto. 


The indications are, though, that this might be extremely 


difficult to bring off in the Senate, if not in the House.

Should both sides hold to their positions to the end. a 


. bitter quarrel could ensue in the next month or two. But 
it'is a fight that must come some time, unless government 
is to go on indefinitely piling up the costly, unmanageable 
farm surpluses which are the product of present high sup 
port prices. 


The Administration is trying to find a way out of this 


dilemma. For the most part, the men who advocate con- 
tinuing high farm props simply close their minds to it. But 
pressing national problems are not solved by closed mjnds.

Mild Form of Arthritis

THIS fs REALLY typical of a 


condition ' whi ch Is sometimes 
known a» osteoarthritis, but which 
Is really only a mild degeneration 
or wearing out of some of the 
structures which go to make the 
joints. It Is a sort of aging process 
of the joints and occurs- in the 
knees or hips about as often as in 
the fingers since these joints also 
get a great deal of work during 
life. 


In the fingers the enlargements 


are called Heberdcn's nodes after 
the English physician who first 
described them. They are some- 
times accompanied by a little stiff- 
ness and soreness, but this usually 
disappears after the joints have 
been loosened up.

THE EXACT CAUSE or causes 


of this condition are not entirely 
understood. 
The cartillage 
and 


bone of people in some families 
may be particularly susceptible to 
early degeneration or osteoarthri- 


tis. Repeated Injury also seems to 
promote the development of this 
condition. Poor posture, fatness, 
nnrt disturbances of blood circula- 
tion, are other conditions which 
contribute to the development of 
osteoarthritis. 


Because so many people with 


osteoarthrllis are overweight, re- 
ducing is often advisable This Is 
especially Important if the knees 
nre involved. If they have to carry 
more weight than they are, built 
for there will be. too much wear 
and tear of thn Joints. 


People with ' ostcoarthi'itls are 


rarely Incapacitated and can usual- 
ly move around, though often with 
some discomfort. 
They do need 


frequent lest periods as1 this seems 
to relieve some of the stiff feeling.

THE I'SE of heat, massage or 


special supports depends on what 
joints nre Involved, the nge and 
physical condition of the person 
and the seventy of the condition. 


The treatment of degenerative 


changes In the joints includes 
general measures aimed at reliev- 
ing Ihe discomfort and improving 
the 
over-all physical' condition. 


Heat, bandaging, and other meas- 
ures are also used. Occupntlonal 
strains should be eliminated when- 
ever possible and posture should 
be corrected. 


Osieoarthritis is almost always 


a mild disorder which should be 
considered as an ailment rather 
than as a seiioiis or dangerous 
disease. It does not cause serious 
crippling ns some other, forms of 
arthritis do.

NEW YORK—At the dedication of the new flagpole at the>Fathcr 


Duffy monument right in the heart of the somewhat tawdry Broadway 
area by the Catholic. War Veterans, George M. Cohan, jr., was called 
forth to sing his father's wonderful old patriotic ,song, "It's a Grand 
Old Flag." This he did with mucho gusto and the crowd gave him 
a big response. But I was thinking privately back 
to the time when the song was current and fault- 
finding patrioteers wanted Cohan boiled in oil for 
referring to the Slam and Stripes as a rag." Of 
course. George had meant no offense, for he was a 
very patriotic little man. but the "song had momen- 
tum by now and he couldn't change it because ob- 
viously he had used the phiase "a high-flying rag" 
to ihyme with "It's a grand old flag." Nothing 
came of it and the song waned, but Geoige came 
back with a tremendous crash called "Over There" 
which was the "Tipperary" of the Americans in 
the first war. 


I came to know Cohan quite well and once asked him if it were 


true that he had knocked off this number In 45 minutes as gossip had 
it. 
He said yes, and as we were then in Cincinnati for the World 


Series, which turned out to be a fake. I asked him to bat out 'some- 
thing like it for the United Press. He said such inspirations- didn't 
come every 45 minutes, and declined. I have rather liked Irving Ber- 
lin's "God Bless America" but I think "Over There" was better be- 
cause it was a wonderful march whereas Berlin's piece is more of a 
hymn and takes a good deal of concentration and doing. Yet, I think 
it is better than "The Star Spangled Banner" because few voices can 
sing that one. 


Just as a parenthetical complaint 


of minor degree, I object to a hot 
lick affected by professionals at 
national conventions, world series 
opamngs and 
inaugurations, 
in 


which they refer to "that" Star 
Spangled Banner. Dammit all, the. 
word is not "that" but "the." And 
when crass hams speak of "That 
Star-Spangled Banner" it Rounds to 
me as though they mean "that 
good old ever-lovin' Star-Spangled 
Banner." There ought to be a law 
to make them follow copy. More 
over Berlin's air is original, I 
suppose, whereas the music of our 
national anthem is a wwipe, al- 
though we need not take on about 
that because so is the British 
"God Savn the Queen." 


Well, when George jr., stepped 


down, I Introduced myself and told 
him I had known his dad In the 
good old days, as a million others 
hove done, and also had borne his 
pall. I had covered the great ac- 
tors' strike of 1920, from which the 
Actors' Equity Association emerg' 
ed and George jr.. said, yes. the 
old man hud lost that one. Well, he 
did, but 1 didn't throw in with the 
many actors of the time who 
abused him because I knew he 
was very generous and had been 
very kind to some of the people 
who were, now skinning him alive. 


There was no doubt, however, 


,that the actors had been getting a 
terrible deal and th'e settlement 
contained a good deal of revenge 
along with the reform. They had 
never been paid for rehearsals and 
almost all the talent below the 
stars were poorly paid and subject 
to destitution without a minute's 
notice. 


The chorus girls -were particu 


larly wretched and it was a strange 
sight around the strike headquar- 
ters as these young women, most 
of them just kids, milled and fum 
hied trying to find some way of 
being helpful. But Cohan and his 
whole family had bucked the same 
game, suffering the same dirty 
deals, privations _nnd unpleasant 
conditions backstage for years and 
he thought they all ought to take 
the same chances and succeed if 
they could as he had done. 


Eddie Cantor was working for 


Ziegfeld and when he went out 
Zicgfeld called him all kind,-! of an 
ingrate and told me the kid had 
absolutely no talent but just some 
momentary popularity for which 
he, Ziegfeld, was paying him $750 
a week. Frank Bacon was working 
in a show called "Lightnin1 " and 
when that one closed, the pickets 
went along Bioitdway, where there 
is not one single live show today 
nor has there been for years, 
brandishing big show-cards lead- 
ing "Lightnin' has stiuck." Ned 
Sparks was the busiest worker at 
the headquarters and a chorus girl 


of Helen Hokinson's characters— 
all girdled and bosomy."

"going to" write a great play 
bored Cohan with a narration of 
the plot and action. When Cohan 
had had all he could take, lie pick- 
ed up his change, turned to the guy 
and said: "That is a gicat "play 
and this bar is a great place to 
write it." 


George had a side-kick named 


Steve Riordan who had been a 
New York cop. The first time Co- 
han took Steve to Chicago and 
asked what he thought of the town, 
Steve said: "It's a double New- 
ark."

the problem of a working mother 
who was being treated to deliber- 
ate and consistent contempt by a 
person in her office.

gestion. She writes me, "Our Lord 
told us to forgive our enemies. 
Who are you to tell us to deny 
them this forgiveness?" 


He did indeed ask us to forgive 


our enemies. However, in my copy 
of the Lord's Prayer, I find myself 
asked to establish my own inno- 
cense at the same time that I ,try 
to acknowledge i tin my neighbor. 


The sentence reads: "Forgive us

our trespasses as we forgive thost 
who trespass against us." 


This is a point that self-right- 


eousness often finds it profitable to 
ignore. 


Unless we can reclaim our own. 


goodness from Uie enemy who has 
tried to steal it. our "forgiveness" 
of him is apt to be evasiveness, not 
forgiveness. 


We absolve him, not because hti 


contempt has lost its power to im- 
press us, but because it scares us. 
By "forgiving" him, we can.dis- 
miss from our minds the whole un- 
comfortable problem of other peo- 
ple's evil opinions of us. 


This is the kind of "forgiveness" 


that has driven the working mother 
of whom I wrote into a state of 
anxiety. In one part of her letter 
she wrote, "Always when people 
have hurt me, I've told myself 
that I forgave them. No, I know 
that I haven't, but just went on 
hating them ..." 


This is the point al which "1 


should postpone the forgiveness of 
others to take care of my own. 
Having accumulated so much re- 
sentment, I would stop straining 
for the heights of spiritual power 
and undertake the humble work of 
accepting myself as a person who 
is not quite ready for them. 


I should begin the struggle to 


outgrow my horror of my unspirit- 
ual feelings—honor we develop by 
living with irreverent people. With- 
out any respect for Christlike love, 
such people often demand it from 
children who are years away from 
it. 


Angrily or coaxingly, they say,

two crew members, all Belgians 
were killed in the initial blast. A 
shell burst through the belly of the 
plane killed three of the load o:

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Churchill, Eden Arrive 
With Plan to Halt Reds 
'Locarno' for Southeast 
Asia Will Be Proposed 


By JAMES MARLOW 


1 WASHINGTON Ufi-^ Sir Winston 
Churchill, and Britain's' Foreign 
Minister Eden, bearing an Alice-in- 
Wonderland plan for saving South- 
east Asia, today begin talks with 
President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of State Dulles. 


There are no optimistic predic- 


tions here about the outcome of 
the conference. The plan, which 
Eden announced Wednesday in 
London, is of such a kind that it 
raises some legitimate questions: 


Just how interested are the 


British in wanting to save South- 
east Asia from communism? Is 
this Eden plan a joke, a smoke- 
screen, or a stalling tactic to cover 
up basic British unwillingness to 
defend Southeast Asia? 


Strange Plan 


It's a strange plan, coming from 


Churchill and Eden who prided 
themselves on wanting a stern 
stand against Hitler in those days 
before Munich when other Britons 
were preparing to bow their necks. 


In Indochina the French have 


been fighting the Communist-led 
Vietminh for almost eight years. 
The Vietminh are beginning to 
smash them back. The French are 
war-weary. The United States'and 
Britain so far are unwilling to go 
to their rescue. 


So the French are talking about 


an armistice -with the Communists. 
This armistice, if it comes, may 
result in opening the way for the 
Reds to take over all Indochina. 


After that, unless the Western 


Allies can find some way to stop 
them, the Communists have all the 
rest of Southeast Asia open to 
them. So far the Allies have not 
been able to agree on the way. 


The United States- is in an awk- 


•ward position if it tries to tell the 
French not to sign an armistice 
displeasing to this country. The

talked very big about stopping 
communism in Asia. 


Withheld Aid 
„ 


But when the cnsis came in In- 


dochina, it did not send in troops 
nor .planes to help the French. 


Now Dulles wants the United 


States. Britain, France, and the 
South Pacific nations to form a 
military alliance which will fight 
if the Communists go beyond a 
certain line. That line,is still a 
vague thing. 


At this point Eden comes into 


the picture. Churchill's aides say 
Britain will go along with the kind 
of alliance Dulles has in mind if 
the United States agrees lo go 
along with the kind Eden" has in 
mind. 


Eden suggests a "Locarno" type 


agreement. The Locarno Treaty of 
1925, committed Britain, Germany, 
France, Belgium and Poland to go 
to the help of anyone of them who 
was attacked. It broke down when 
Hitler decided to attack. 


JJnder Eden's plan the United 


States, Britain, France, Russia, 
China, India, Pakistan, Geylon, 
Burma and Indonesia would sign 
the new "Locarno" agreement. 
Then if anyone of them was at- 
tacked, all the others would go to 
its rescue. 
•> 


Guarantee of Nothing* 


This is a guarantee of nothing. 


Since the Communists attacked in 
Korea when it suited them, it is 
reasonable to assume they would 
break the new "Locarno" by at- 
tacking any or all of the other 
signers when it suited them and 
they thought they were strong 
enough to get away with it. 


But even that reasoning has a 


large element of the fairy tale. 
Neither Russia nor China would 
necessarily have to break the new 
"Locarno" by actually sending 
troops across a frontier. 


They might conquer the other 


Southeast Asian nations, without 
open act of war, by using local 
Communists to start a revolution, 
just as happened 'in Indochina 
against the French. 


But Britain, by wanting the "Lo- 


carno" agreement approved before 
it agrees on Dulles' plan, puts a 
stumbling block in tlie way of any 
plan at all to save Southeast Asia. 
This country probably would not 
sign the "Locarno." 


Time Important 


Time is important in Southeast 


Asia. Even if the United States 
was willing to' sign Eden's plan, 
the Communists could stall on 
signing, if it suited their purpose, 
until they had undei mined South- 
east Asia. 'Meanwhile, they 
couldn't be stopped because Dulles' 
plan wouldn't have been approved 
yet.

CHICAGO W—The United States, 


says former President Hoover, 
cannot rely on military alliances 
or "collective action" for perma- 
nent security because shifting in- 
terests cause a continuous realign- 
ment of forces. 


"Our 
people should 
realize," 


Hoover said Thursday night, "that 
with these alliances, groupings, 
and shiftings, the whole concept of 
preservation of peace by collective 
action through the United Nations 
has gone by the board, at least for 
the present." 


Speaking at the-annual dinner 


of the Merchandise Mart hall of 
fame, Hoover said "we -should not 
conclude that the United Nations 
should be abolished ... It has 
contributed to the spread of scien- 
tific knowledge, to philanthropic 
and public health measures; • 


Should Cling to UN 


'/These activities form a tenuous 


road to more unity of free nations 
and we should cling to any hope 
they may provide.

"Above all, we cannot abandon 


the ideal that some day, somehow, 
unity for pea'ce can be built in the 
world. Nor can we abandon the 
hope that some time the free na- 
tions that believe in God will mo- 
bilize against Red atheism and 
human slavery. 


"If inside or outside of the 


United Nations the free nations 
could .unite, they have many potent 
moral, spiritual and even economic 
weapons at their disposal besides 
military alliances." 


Hoover said nationalism—con- 


sidering the welfare of one's own 
country first—is a "great spiritual 
force" that will help keep a na- 
tion free and docs not mean isola- 
tionism from common interests of 
nations. 


"We have ourselves proved

No major flooding was expected 
from the Raccoon, however. 


The Des Moines river reached 


Its apparent crest at 30.19 feet at 
6 a.m. (CST) 
Thursday. 
The 


Weather Bureau said it should 
drop to the 28-foot level by noon 
nnd be down to bankful stage of 23 
feet bj: the time ' the Raccoon 
reaches its peak at midnight to- 
night. 


Ernest E. Kalsow, assistant city 


engineer, said however that the 
emergency was not ended.

your dikes absorb lots of water." 
he said. "They may reach the sat- 
uration point and now is the time 
to be doubly careful," 


Police, meanwhile, were Invest! 


gating what they said was "defi- 
nite evidence" of an attempt to 
sabotage one of the flood barriers. 
A drainage culvert beneath a levee 
in southeast DCS Moincs had been 
plugged with sandbags and tim 
bpr« and polico said there wns 
"positive evidence" some one had 
attempted to remove the plug. 


As the peak flood rolled south- 


ward, It spread over thousands of 
acres of bottomland, causing new 
damage. Near Runnels, a 
few 


miles below DCS Mohiss. the river 
spread across about iO farms. 


Far downstream, Ottumwa, hard 


cst hit city In Iowa in the previous 
record 1017 floods, braced for high 


water over the, weekend. The crest 
there was expected to be 7& to 9 
feel above flood stage but officials 
said they were confident their flood 
defenses could handle that much 
water. 


Col. Nelson Lcclair Jr.. district 


Army engineer at Rock Island, 111., 
estimated flood damage In the Des 
Moines, Cedar and Iowa water- 
sheds at about eight mjllion dol- 
lars, mostly to land and crops. 


This does not include similar 


heavy damage in northwest Iowa 
streams which flow into th« Mis- 
souri River.

Benning, Ga., came 
each night to lounge in the girlie 
bare and gamble away their pay. 


Georgia authorities couldn't reg< 


ulatc the vice dens and Alabama 
didn't control them, except at in 
tervals when the lid came down 
and then gradually lifted again. 


Phenix City is closed again now, 


tighter than ever. And G'OV. Gordon 
Persons has vowed to keep it that 
way—at least until he leaves office 
next January. 


One immediate effect, the gover 


nor hopes, may be to "starve out" 
the killer who gunned Patterson to 
death last Friday night before he 
could take office as attorney gen- 
eral and begin Jhe vice cleanup he 
had promised. 


Gambler* Hit 


The gamblers artd the vice lords 


have been hit hard by the clamp-

could happen. Even if it means the 
city has to go into receivership 
again, it will be worth the sacri- 
fice if a healthy new community 
can grow up in its place." 


Phenix City went bankrupt dur- 


ing the depression and stayed in 
receivership 15 years. 


In 1952. Phenix City's municipal 


Income was $649,679, and one way 
or another, gambling and its kin- 
dred vices accounted for nearly 
one-half of the total tax receipts.
